Department of Agriculture Decides 
Mooted Question Regarding De- 
sirable Rural Workmen.

WASHINGTON, June 24. = The 
of Agrieulture has 
found the answer to the mooted 
question of which is the better 
worker, the married man or the sin- 
gle man. 

The answer is the married man; at 
least the man with a wife is regarded 
the better worker on farms. 

In its rating on the question, the 
department says that “if you want 
a job on a farm your chances of get- 
ting it are slightly better than 50 per 
cent if you are married, and slightly 
less than 50 per cent if single. But 
if you're married and have children 
around 45 per 


cent.” 

The department has found that of 
1201 farm jobs advertised in East- 
ern papers from 1920 to 1922, single 
men were wanted in 387 instances 
and married men in 416. In 398 
cases the social requirements were 
not stated. Of the advertisements 
for married men, children spectifical- 
ly were not wanted in 564 instances, 
while children were wanted or were 
permissible in 14.

So long as 
Wirth remains at.the head of the 
cabinet, it is expected this policy 
will continue to be followed. 


The difficulty is to know whether 


the violent outbreak against’a mem- 
ber of the German Cabinet may not 
precipitate a crisis, since it is be- 
lieved only a spark is needed to 
start serious trouble. 

As minister of the raw materials 
during the war, Rathenau did more 
than perhaps any other one German 
to make’ it possible for the former 
Kaiser’s army to carry ont. In his 
disussions with French experts as 
Minister of Reconstruction Rathenau 
employed the same genius in work- 
ing out satisfactory agreements. 

Chancellor Wirth is expected to 
have difficulty in finding a succes- 
sor to Rathenau who possesses any- 
thing like his qualifications to han- 
dle financial and economic problems 
and who is willing to acept the for- 
eign portfolio.

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LL husbands need managing, chiefly 
because they must always be led 
to think they are having their 
own way.

I merely bewailed the bad build- 
ing of English windows; I led him to talk of windows 
in general; I led the conversation to French apart- 
ments; then, in a burst of imagination, he, not I, 
had ‘the great dea. It was he who suggested the 
French window I wanted. The chief thing in mar- 
riage is to convince the male of his superiority. He 
‘will then not worry himself as to who really gives 
the orders. 

When I married, I thought I was undertaking to 
look after a husband, a house and two little boys, but 
after five months of marriage I sometimes wonder 
whether I have mot undertaken the care of two little 
boys, one house, and a baby. “The man who under- 
stands all about women” is much 
akin to the men who don’t. Like 
other men, he requires immediate 
sympathy with his pleasures and 
pains, interest in the latest thing 
which interests him: when he is de- 
pressed he demands that I should 
find for him other amusements. But 
he differs from other men inasmuch 
that, when he has had a fair inning 
and talks about things which in- 
terest him, he is willing to listen for 
a few minutes to the things which 
interest me, and which I consider it 
is good for him to share in. 


Naturally, having been given the 
reputation of knowing all about 
women, he things that he knows all 
about me, down to the smallest de- 
tail. He is convinced that he can al- 
ways read my thoughts, and at one 
time we used to have long arguments 
when I meekly tried to assert what 
was really occupying my mind. Now, 
for the sake of peace, I generally tell 
him what a wonderful insight he 
has, and then use his satisfaction to 
persuade him to give in to me on 
some point to which he has previous- 
ly refused his consent.

British jurisprudence, though noted for its close 
hewing to the line of the law, has a way of protecting 
the names and reputations of persons who figure only 
incidentally in criminal cases. It seems to be the the- 
ory of English jurists that women, in particular, are 
to be protected thus. Every now and then “the wom- 
an in the case” is veiled as “Madame X.” Unless she 
be required as a witness, or it be germane to the issue 
that her name be mentioned in evidence, her iden- 
tity is concealed, scandal is avoided, public curiosity 
is permitted to stew in its own broth without the addi- 
tion of unsavory condiments.

ae veiling his niother’s identity. Mr. Justice 
ee McCardie, the trial Judge, promptly ruled 

against an effort to introduce testimony 
which would have required the disclosure of 
“Lady Blank’s” identity. That was not ger- 
mane to the issue, so it was disallowed without 
argument. 

As to the father of Ronald True, neither jot nor 
scintilla of hint came out in the trial, which consumed 
five days. Whether the father be living vr dead is left 
altogether to the conjectures of the curious-minded. 
His name might have heen True or Smith or Jenkins— 
or he may have been a Lord Blank, and still may be, 
for all that the public has learned from the prodigious 
publicity attending this sensational murder and trial. 
In any event, it appears from the evidence that the 
murderer was known in childhood as Ronaid True; 
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but as to where he was born, and under what cir- 
cumstances, the record is silent. 

The murder was a sordid thing. Gertrude Yates, de- 
scribed as “a lady with friends,” unusually beautiful 
and 25 years old, lived in- a basement flat in the 
Brompton section of London. She was more provident 
than the average woman of her class, having a con- 
siderable bank account and jewels worth more than 
$1000. Her friends, it appears, were men of means and 
standing. She kept a maid who “slept out,” which, in 
the peculiar British language, means that she came to 
the flat in the morning and left in the evening. Ron- 
ald True, who was said to have an allowance from his 
mother, had visited the flat from time to time. Shortly 
after 9 o'clock on the morning of March 6 the maid ar-+ 
rived for her day’s work. She found “Major” True 
there, on the point of leaving, and helped him on with 
his topcoat. 

“Don’t wake up your mistress,’ True told her, as 
she testified. “She is in a deep sleep. We were late 
last night. I will send round the car for her at 12 
o'clock.” , 

The “Major” handed the maid a half-crown and 
departed. He was a dapper young man, always well 
groomed, wearing a military mustache and a haughty 
air. The girl knocked at the bedroom door. There 
being no response, she entered. In the bed she found 
two pillows placed lengthwise under the covers, to 
create the impression that a person was occupying the 
bed. On the floor was a rolling pin. 


The maid opened the door of the bathroom. Her 
mistress lay dead on the floor, unclad, with a towel 
gaz in her mouth and the girdle of her dressing gown 
drawn tightly about her neck. Doctors said she had 
died from suffocation perhaps two hours before. Five 
wounds on her head, apparently made with the rolling 
pin, were believed to have been inflicted after she was 
strangled. Blood stains on t&e walls of the bedroom 
indicated that the young woman had been killed there 
and her body removed to the bathroom. 


Some hours later Ronald True was arrested in a 
Soho restaurant. In his possession were pieces of 
Gertrude Yates’: jewelry and pawn tickets for other 
pieces. True, seemingly not at all worried, denied the 
murder. He said that he had visited Miss Yates the 
night before but had found another man there and the 
two were quarreling violently. when he departed. His 
possession of the jewelry, he said, he could explain 
satisfactorily later. However, he made no effort to 
explain it at any time. 

True had been borrowing money from friends. He 
had had a check cashed which did not belong to him. 
He possesseg-no visible means of support. Yet for his 
defense was engaged Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, per- 
haps the most noted criminal lawyer in England. 
Sir Henry exacts high fees. Who paid him his re- 
tainer in the True case? Who financed the whole cost- 
ly defense set up by the strangler? 

Early in May the trial opened. Meanwhile the “Ma- 
jor’’ had been held in prison, though it cannot be said 
that he had languished there. To the contrary, he 
seemed rather to enjoy being in jail. Also, it appeared 
that he took pleasure, of a sort, in being accused of 
a sordid murder. 

In the jail with him was a lad of 19 named Henri 
Jacoby, accused of the murder of Lady Alice White. 
This was known as “the pantry-boy murder,” Jacoby 
being pantry boy in the hotel where Lady White was 
found beaten to death in her chamber. - At True’s 
trial it was testified that the pretended “Major” met 
Jacoby in the prison corridor and jocularly invited him 
to join the “Murderers’ Club,” composed only of those 
who “killed them outright.” Trye spoke frequently of 
this so-called Murderers’ Club, mentioning a shilling 
a murder as the reward paid. He said also that he 
was about to organize a “Duds’ Club,” membership 
consisting of those who did not succeed in murder- 
ing their victims. 

The pantry boy was found guilty and sentenced to 
death. Early in June he was hanged. When, a few 
days later, True was saved from the gallows by the 
veiled phantom of his mother and the Home Secretary. 
Mr. Edward Shortt, presumably working together, the 
London press denounced the action as a scandal be- 
cause the True jury had found the defendant guilty of 
willful murder and had not recommended mercy, while 
the Jacoby jury had made such recommendation and 
more than a thousand citizens had signed a petition 
for the pantry boy's reprieve. 

“The reprieve of True will have to be clearly ex- 

plained,”’ commented the Pall Mall Gazette, “for there 
are persistent rumors that he was well connected, that 
names have been concealed, and consequently the as- 
sumption will be natural, even if unjustified, that in- 
fluence has been at work.” 
_ The influence, no doubt, of the veiled phantom; for 
on the same day the Daily Express reprinted the para- 
graph, already quoted here, in which it had been stated 
that disclosure of the identity of Lady Blank “would 
startle the whole world.” 

Counsel for the defense admitted, at the trial. tbat 
‘True had killed Gertrude Yates. The plea of insanity 
was set up. Sir Henry gladly introduced and used tlie 
testimony as to True's Murderers’ Club and his Duds’ 
Club, which tended to prove the insanity of the pris- 
oner. 

The learned lawyer introduced a vast volume o7 other 
evidence to strengthen the theory of insanity. Much 
of this testimony was of a character so amazing «s 
to be wellnigh unbelievable.

“Don’t despise a useful thing because it is not beau- 
tiful. If your nose is not handsome,’ never mind so 
long as you can breathe through it.” 

There are no police among the Ba-Congo. There is 
no need for a constabulary, explains Mr. Claridge, in a 
eountry where every subject is an officer of the law. 
A negro is always jealous of his own interests and will 
unhesitatingly bring a defauiter to book without being 
a prig. Of what use is a police force where every unit 
is a detective? 

And in this society where every man does his best to 
be a Sheriock Holmes law is a busy business. Here 
are some typical incidents that amused and enlight- 
ened the traveler: 

“The chief of Mbwela was one morning roasting ba- 
nanas and peanuts when a neighboring chief happened 
to come into town. Now, according to native law. for 
a chief to occupy himself with cooking is actionable, 
because he is supposed to have siaves, children or 
wives to do it for him. The visiting chief, who was 
also a chum, charged him with degrading their posi- 
tion and dignity.

As he sat in his 
house, fearfully awaiting events, news came to Mebe- 
lima that his pig had been found shot in the bush 
Now, the question was, who shot the pig? It was evi- 
dent that the gunman had lost the beast, otherwise it 
would have been carried off or hidden.

We learned the fate of the other lifeboat that had 
pulled away from the Dumaru with only nime men. 
leaving the rest to their fate Like our boat, it 
drifted across to the Philippines, landing on the is- 
land of Masbate. It was afloat for twenty-five days. 
but having only nine men aboard the water and hard- 
tack sufficed for all. The life raft, with the captain 
and four men, was picked up 11 days after the founder- 
ing of the Dumaru. The men were in sound condi- 
tion. Several cruisers had searched for us. The 
Brooklyn had picked up my 5 O S calis when about 
1250 miles from Guam. The SO S had not been re- 
ceived at Guam. The reason was that on the after- 
noon of the blowing up of the Dumaru the operator 
on watch was doing arc work and not listening in for 
spark signals on commercial wave lengths. It was to 
this circumstance that the whole tragedy was due. 

Through some lea the full crewsome details of our 
having eaten human fiesh were current all over Ma- 
oe time later. at Portland. Ore.. a hearing was 
held in regard to the conduct of Third Mate Nolan. 
who was in command of the lifeboat that deserted the 
Dumaru with only nine men It was impossible to get 
sufficient evidence to sustain the charge. as the sur- 
vivors had scattered and could not be reached. 

We presently found that the story of our voyage @ 
the lifeboat and the extremities to which it reduced 
es had become generally known in shipping circies. 
This left no further reason for keepime our logs secret.

HE King of England's recent visit to the 
battlefields and cemeteries of France and 
Belgium, which waz the subject of Kip- 
ling’s stirrine poem entitled “The Kine’s 
Pilgrimage.” was the occasion of what 
some of the London papers term the most 
eloquent memoria! address ever delivered 
by a reigning monarch. The spee~h, which the British 
press has praised unstintedly, was delivered by Kine 
George at the dedication of a “Cross of Sacrifice” and 
a “Stone of Remembrance” in Terlincthen Cemetery. 
near Mons, where thousands of British soldiere are 
buried. The King spofe as follows 


“For the past few days |!

grimage in honor of 2 people 
who died for all free men. At 
the close of that pilgrimage.

Now comes Gilda. dauchter of Elena Varesi. grand- 
daughter of Felice Varesi and great-grenddavuehter of 
Luigi Boccabadati, to star on the London etage in her 
own play.

and Mrs. Maurice Kennard. giencing across the tabie. 
had twenty seconds to think of an answer. 

For four successive generations the house of Kennard 
had prodzurced only doctors and gentlemen and as 
soon as Maurice could talk, he was told that he was to 
follow these traditions. On the day he was graduated 
from college. however, he electrified his father by the 
announcement that medicine was distasteful to him 
and that he much preferred to go on the stage. 

At the outset, his father had spoken hotly of treason 
to the family ideals: and after that he had made the 
common mistaSe of fathers in such a crisis and rested 
his case on personal ridicule. 

“That may all be.” said Maurice, with hich dienity: 
“Dut you say Ill be a rotten actor, and [ sav I'd have 
been a rotten doctor. So you'll have to grant™—— 

But his father would grant nothine. The session 
closed with an ultimatum.

How Meteorites 


ITHIN the past few months, the eastern part 

of the United States has been visited by two 

meteorites of considerable size and a third 

has been seen in Southern California. In all 
three cases the flights of the meteorites were observed 
over an area of many square miles and were attend- 
ed by intense flashes of light from the meteorite, 
luminous rocketlike trails and loud detonations and 
concussions. 

These attendant phenomena are produced by fric- 
tion with the earth’s atmosphere, which meteorites 
enter with velocities that have been known to run as 
high as 45 miles a second. This initial velocity is so 
rapidly reduced by friction that most meteorites strike 
the surface with the ordinary Velocity of falling bodies. 

The depths to which a meteorite penetrates the 
earth’s surface is rarely more than a few feet. Peary’s 
huge Cape York meteorite, the largest known, which 
weighs 371-2 tons, was foundeonly partially covered 
and showed no surface marks indicating that it had 
struck the surface with high velocity. The second 
largest stone, known as the Bacubirito iron, and

The Williamette meteorite, the third 
largest known, which weighs 151-2 tons and is now 
in the American Museum of Natural History in New 
York, was found lying in a forest in Oregon. 

The temperature of meteorites immediately after fall- 
ing differs greatly in individual cases, some being too 
hot to handle for several hours, while others have been 
intensely cold, or even coated with ice, when found. 
At the time it enters the earth’s atmosphere the mass 
is invariably intensely cold, for it has been subjected to 
the temperature of interplanetary space, which is not 
far from the absolute zero of 459 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The heat produced by friction with the atmosphere 
is usually sufficient to cause a fusion or even ignition 
of the surface materials and nearly all stony meteorites 
are found coated with a thin, black, glasslike crust. 

The composition of a meteorite is so, characieristic 
that one can never mistake such a stone for one of 
terrestriai origin or vice versa. All meteorites are

HAT is above the air we breathe? 
This is a problem which is more 
and more engaging the attention 


of science, and it is a matter of 
singular interest and fascination for the 
human race. In a recent number of the 
Revue de Paris, M. Houllevigue, a French 
scientist of great eminence, gives the most 
recent theories on the subject. 

The air which we breathe extends up- 
ward for about twelve and a half miles, 
after which it would not support human 
life. Explorations have been carried out 
by “sounding balloons” to a height of 
about twenty-four miles, these balloons 
being fitted with instruments which re- 
cord the temperature and bring back speci- 
mens of the atmosphere to the earth. 

Well above that level of twenty-four 
miles, according to the latest theory, there 
is a film of ozone, a form of oxygen which 
differs from oxygen in that its molecule 
is a condensation of three atoms, where- 
as in the molecule of oxygen there are 
only two atoms. This film serves as a 
protection against radiations from the 
sun, which would in the long run destroy 
life, if they were not intercepted. 

“If this thin and fragile protective 
‘skin’ were to vanish,” says M. Houl- 
levigue, “life as we know it would become 
impossible on the earth.” 

Above the film of ozone, frofff 50 to 100 


atmosphere of hydrogen and helium, two 
of the lightest gases which we know. The 
existence of this atmosphere has recently 
been verified by two observers, who have 
discovered «the characteristic lines of 
hydrogen in the spectrum of “shooting 
stars” (meteorites) passing through it. 
It is‘confirmed by the presence of hydro- 
gen in meteorites that are large enough to 
reach the earth. 

Most meteorites on passing the lower 
level of the hydrogen layer and coming 
in contact with oxygen, detonate and are 
reduced to dust. It is not through the 
heat which they generate in their fail 
that they are destroyed, because in these 
upper regions of the atmosphere matter is 
extremely tenuous, like the vacuum in 
X-ray tubes. 


Beyond the hydrogen layer is probably} 


a wide belt of a very rare gas, coronium, 
which has not yet been discovered on the 
earth, but which is Known from the spec- 
troscope to exist In the sun; and then, be- 
yond this, is the nothing of cosmic space— 
or rather the ether which pervades every- 
thing and which no one can understand.

They average 
about 4000 degrees or 5000 degrees Centigrade in sur- 
face temperature Stars of the so-called solar type

such as Capella and the sun. average about 600 
degrees Centigrade in temperature. The metallic lines 
in the spectra of these stars are less promuonced than 
in the later metallic types, and consequently the stars 
are hotter. 

The hottest of all stars are white hydrogen stars 
amd the intensely luminous helium stars. Among these 
stars we number the well-known Sirius and Vega 
and Rigel! Their temperatures lie between 10,000 
degrees and 12,000 degrees Centigrade 

In all instances these are the temperatures that pre- 
vail at the radiating surfaces of the stars. How hiz* 
the temperature rises within the depths of the stare 
interior is more difficult to determine, but ft is be- 
lieved that the heat must run ae high as several wil- 
lion degrees
